INSTRUCTIONS   CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Meat  Inspection  Reports. 

I.  D.  Form  21. 

When  I.  D.  Form  21  reports  cover  shipments  of  southern  cattle  transferred  to  other 
cars  or  boats  en  route,  the  original  car  numbers  and  initials  and  the  place  of  transfer 
and  point  of  origin  of  such  shipment  should  be  noted  on  the  report. 

/.  D.  Form  109 F. 

Inspectors  are  directed  to  include  the  routing  of  the  cars  in  their  reports  of  broken 
seals  on  the  reverse  side  of  I.  D.  Form  109F. 

I.  D.  Form  112. 

Heads  of  swine  passed  for  lard  under  the  provisions  of  circular  letter  No.  445 
should  be  reported  on  I.  D.  Form  112,  but  should  not  be  included  in  the  number  of 
primal  parts  condemned.     They  may  be  shown  in  parentheses  on  the  line,  thus: 

Number  of  fresh  primal  parts  condemned. . .  .(Heads  for  lard,  5) 2 


Or  if  the  I.  D.  Form  112  with  the  blank  line  is  being  used,  they  should  be  shown 
on  that  line. 

I.  D.  Forms  112B,  1121).  and  112F. 

The  following  additional  instructions  are  given  for  the  use  of  the  I.  D.  Forms  112B, 
112D,  andll2F: 

The  lesions  of  all  ''suspected''  and  ' "'retained "'  carcasses  should  be  shown  on  I.  D. 
Form  112F,  using  a  separate  sheet  for  the  suspected  carcasses  if  necessary.  If  but 
one  I.  D.  Form  112F  is  used,  a  space  should  be  left  between  the  description  of  the 
lesions  of  the  suspected  and  retained  carcasses,  and  the  tag  numbers  should  indicate 
whether  the  tags  are  ''suspect "  or  •'retained"  tags. 
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The  lesions  of  carcasses  of  animals  condemned  for  tuberculosis  should  not  be 
reported  as  "generalized"  or  "extensive,"  but  should  be  indicated  as  fully  as  pos- 
sible on  I.  D.  Form  112F. 

I.  D.  Form  112B  should  show  only  the  number  of  suspected  carcasses,  the  diag- 
nosis and  disposition,  and  in  case  of  tuberculous  cattle  the  sex.  The  location  and 
description  of  lesions  should  be  omitted  from  I.  D.  Form  112B,  but  this  information 
should  be  given  on  I.  D.  Form  112F. 

Primal  parts  of  suspected  and  retained  carcasses  passed  for  lard  or  condemned 
should  be  reported  under  "Parts"  on  I.  D.  Form  112D. 

I.  D.  Forms  112B,  112D,  and  112F  should  be  folded  within  the  I.  D.  Form  112  to 
which  they  pertain. 

Foreign  Material  in  Swine  Livers. 
[File  No.  384.] 

Recent  investigations  at  official  establishments  have  revealed  the  presence  of 
foreign  material  in  the  livers  of  swine.  Such  livers  are  characterized  by  slightly 
raised,  light-brownish  areas,  which  give  to  the  organs  a  somewhat  mottled  appearance. 
These  areas  do  not  resemble  a  parasitic  condition,  but  are  quite  characteristic  and 
may  be  readily  recognized.  When  cut  across  the  affected  area  the  livers  show  a 
lighter  color  than  the  normal  liver  tissue  and  this  condition  is  more  noticeable  around 
the  hepatic  veins.  These  livers  frequently  contain  hair  and  in  some  instances  bristles 
are  found  protruding  from  the  smaller  branches  of  the  hepatic  veins.  Frequently 
these  hairs  are  attached  to  rounded  plugs  of  fat  or  to  masses  of  chocolate-brown  mate- 
rial. The  plugs  of  fat  are  particles  of  tissue  from  the  sticker's  wound  in  the  neck 
which  are  driven  into  the  vessels  by  the  beaters  in  the  dehairing  machine.  The 
chocolate-brown*  material  represents  discolored  blood  clots  which  result  from  the 
action  of  the  hot  wash  water  on  the  blood  of  the  veins.  In  some  establishments  a 
large  per  cent  of  the  hog  livers  show  the  condition  above  described. 

The  presence  of  this  foreign  material  is  noted  where  the  Allbright-Nell  machine  of 
the  seven-shaft  type  is  used  and  the  hogs  pass  through  it  head  up.  The  hair  and 
dirty  wash  water  of  the  machine  enter  the  sticker's  wound  and  gain  entrance  to  the 
liver  through  the  heart  and  posterior  vena  cava.  The  objectionable  condition  can 
be  overcome  by  requiring  that  the  hogs  pass  through  this  type  of  machine  head  down 
and  that  the  practice  of  pumping  back  dirty  wash  water  and  applying  it  to  carcasses 
be  discontinued.  All  livers  which  are  contaminated  in  the  manner  indicated  should 
be  condemned. 

Normal  livers  injected  with  scalding  vat  water  by  means  of  a  small  rubber  syringe 
into  the  large  hepatic  veins  present  the  same  appearance  as  above  indicated . 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  directed  to  investigate  the  conditions 
which  obtain  at  their  respective  stations  with  reference  to  this  subject  and  report 
thereon  as  early  as  practicable. 

Marking  Samples  for  Laboratory  Inspection. 

The  failure  of  bureau  employees  to  mark  properly  samples  submitted  to  the  various 
laboratories  for  examination  occasions  considerable  unnecessary  work  and  embarrass- 
ment to  the  bureau.  This  carelessness  has  been  especially  noticeable  in  the  failure 
to  state  whether  or  not  samples  contain  cereal.  In  the  future  disciplinary  measures 
will  be  taken  whenever  carelessness  of  this  kind  occurs. 

Local  Meat  Inspection.

Inspectors  in  charge  are  requested  to  render  reports  concerning  the  provisions  made 
by  the  municipal  authorities  at  their  stations  for  local  meat  inspection.     Where 
possible  these  reports  should  be  accompanied  by  copies  of  the  ordinances  or  regulations 
which  apply. 
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Affixing  Notices  (I.  D.  Form  109E)  to  Sealed  Cars. 

In  affixing  I.  D.  Form  109E  (cloth  warning  notice)  to  sealed  cars  the  cloths  should 
be  fastened  to  both  sides  of  the  car  with  tacks  either  directly  above  or  directly  below 
the  Government  seals-,  so  that  the  seals  will  be  exposed. 


SOUTHERN   CATTLE  FOR  ILLINOIS. 

[File  No.  214.] 

The  board  of  live  stock  commissioners  of  Illinois  has  issued  a  permit  to  the  Peoria 
Packing  Co.  to  receive  southern  cattle  at  its  premises  in  Peoria  for  immediate  slaugh- 
ter. The  regulations  of  the  board  provide  that  southern  cattle  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago,  and  the  National  Stock  Yards,  East  St.  Louis, 
at  any  time  of  the  year,  but  such  shipments  to  other  points  in  the  State  may  be  made 
only  under  a  special  permit  issued  by  the  board. 


SUBSTANCES   PERMITTED   FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF   SHEEP. 

[File  No.  149.] 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Chloro-Cresol,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  C.  B.  Rodes,  Kansas 
City,  Mo.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  66  gallons  of  water. 

"Creoseptol,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Selma  Lighting  Co., 
Selma,  Ala.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  66  gallons  of  water. 

''Lustrolave  No.  1,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Chemical  Supply 
Co.,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  75  gallons  of 
water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  per- 
mit the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  substance  which  does  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufactures  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments.

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CARE  IN   MAILING  PATHOLOGICAL  SPECIMENS. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  need  of  greater  care  in  the  mailing  of  pathological 
specimens.  In  a  number  of  packages  recently  received  by  mail  the  tissues  for  exami- 
nation have  putrified  and  the  wrappers  have  become  thoroughly  saturated  with  bloody 
exudate.  None  of  these  specimens  had  been  placed  in  boxes;  instead,  they  had  been 
mailed  with  cheesecloth  and  paper  for  their  only  covering.  The  mailing  cases  or 
boxes  provided  by  the  bureau  for  the  purpose  should  be  used  whenever  possible  in 
making  these  shipments,  and  the  specimens  should  be  packed  in  such  containers 
with  the  greatest  of  care.  (See  also  item  on  this  subject  in  Service  Announcements 
for  December,  1910,  p.  83.) 


TRANSPORTATION   REQUESTS. 

The  attention  of  employees  is  again  called  to  the  importance  of  using  transportation 
requests  only  for  travel  which  is  properly  chargeable  to  the  appropriation  named 
in  the  request.  When  employees  fail  to  observe  this  rule  they  will  be  required  to 
refund  to  the  department  the  amount  involved  in  the  misuse  of  such  requests. 

Every  employee  who  has  general  authority  to  travel  should  keep  on  hand  a  supply 
of  transportation  requests  for  each  appropriation  under  which  he  will  travel.  Those 
who  are  not  supplied  at  present  should  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  bureau 
at  once  and  give  an  estimate  of  their  probable  requirements.
